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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Abiko et al. (EP 0 880 1 74 A1 ) in further view of Gardner et al. (US 5,899,732). 

3. Abiko discloses the steps of: 
For claims 1, 2, 4 and 5: 

selectively etching said pad oxide layer and said semiconductor substrate to 
define a trench within said semiconductor substrate; and 

implanting boron ions (fig. 2B or 6) at an angle with respect to normal in said 
trench (col. 3, In. 40 - col. 4, In. 16). 

Abiko fails to disclose some or all the limitations of claims 1 and 3. However, 
Gardner discloses the steps of claim 1 : 

implanting an electrically neutral material (112, fig. 1F)into said substrate (col. 7, 
Ins. 27-35). 

Therefore it would have been obvious to those of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of the invention to combine Gardner with Abiko, because the implanted neutral 
material will create a gettering region. Also, the limitation of claim 3 provides an 
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optimized range for implant energy and does not provide non-obvious patentable 
matter. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claim 7 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art of record neither alone or combined read of the limitations of: 

wherein said electrically neutral material is implanted to a depth, which is no 
greater than the depth of a diffusion region in said P-well. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 12-10-02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. In response to applicant's arguments, pertaining to claims 1 -5, that 
implantation of neutral ions in Gardner is not disclosed to result in a radiation-tolerant IC 
device, the fact that the Applicant uses the implantation of the of the neutral ions for a 
different purpose does not alter the conclusion that its use in the prior art device would 
be prima facie obvious form the purpose disclosed in the reference. "In re Lintner, 173 
USPQ 560. Also, as the claim language is written currently, the implantation performed 
in Gardner would inherently give you the same result as claimed by the applicant 
whether stated or not in the prior art.
